Although there are about one 
million of tbeSs afflicted class of 
people in the world, how littln is 
understood of them by the world at 

large ! It- seems as if it, were time 

that the wall of prejudice wich sur- 
rounds them was torn down, and 
that they were given a more even 
footing with mankind,- made to 
feel that, they are ere a. I u res of (bid's 
love, as well iis the rest of lliscieat 
cd beings, if not more so ; but, 

when we consider that only a little 

over two hundred years ago, they 
were left in Utter darkness, and 
ignorance, and no attempt made to 
educate them, we must realize that 
il will take time for them to be 
understood, oxpecinlly by the ignor- 
ant class. Many deaf-mutes hav 
been dubbed idiots by a large class 
of people, who are not, con veisant, 
wilh their true natures. Why? 
All because they cannot modulate 
their voices, or speak (pi ite as gram- 
matically as we who have mingled 
wilh educate I people, and received 
so much assistance from the ear, as 
to I he musical sound of words ; 
and being thus handicapped, it is 
also difficult for them to write with 
perfect adherence to the rules of 
English grammar and because of 
the many exceptions to its rules. 
Notwithstanding all that, however, 

and the fact oi their being debar- 
red from the haimonious sound of 
words entirely, as vast Dumber 

have Surmounted those obstacles, 
and are able lo write readily, with 
no grammatical errors, and in a 
cult uied style They have also 
learned to modulate their voices 
fairly well, and lo pr< noiince words 
clearly and distinctly. Of course 

this is only dons by close applica- 
tion to study, and many years of 
il, but as patience ami porsover- 
•<• arc two of their most, noted 

characteristics, if is often attained. 

As for earning n livelihood, no 

one can truthfully deny that they 

arc most willing workmen, as a 
class, and if given a fair and 
honest trial, will succeed, whcic 
others fail with all their faculties, 
ns deaf unites line less to distinct 
their thoughts from their work. 

That they rank among the world's 
best sculptors and artists, is well- 
known to all enlightened people, 

also that they have mastered many 
othei arts and trades; but, as this 
article is only Intended to give a 
short sketch of their charnteristics, 

and not the details of their various 

professions, and trades, sufllec it 
lo say that they arc progressing 
with the times, though so much 
handicapped, and that the era of 

their acknowledged competency, 

though slill in its infancy, is sure 
to assert itself ere the world grows 

much older. 

I leaf mules have often been ac- 
cused of having fearful tempers, 
but I, vvll, i have mingled with the 
brightest, and most ignorant, off 
and on, for twenty years, do not 
think so. Indeed, many of them 
have the meekest and sweetest of 
dispositions; they learn patiHiieo 
from the cradle, and the young 
men have fir less vices than those 
who hear. Drink has not, the at- 
traction for them that it has for so 
many men not hampered wilh deal 
ncss. Their eyes and memories 
an- so well trained, I hey can re 
member B face, (often seen but at 
a glance,) for many, many years 

when absent. 

People have said that deaf mutes 

care only for pretty faces; I think 
that is not true, and anil though 
they admire luauly, they are wont 
to think and care more for the 
plain good face, and the loving 
light which shines from the eyes of 
such a face, than for mere regular- 
ity of features. Por deaf-mutes 
are apt tojudgS cha'acler much by 
one's face, and they know and ap- 
preciate a i/niiil face, which denotes 
an Innate beauty ofjsoul. 

Parents are often annoyed by 

most foolish questions, relative to 

their deaf children. Por instance 
one mother was asked : 

" Can your son hear ?" 

" No." 

" is he a deaf-mute ?" 

" Yes." 

"Can be read 'f" 

" Yes." 

" Put he can't read like us, can 

"Will his lather teach him 
music 'r" 

Deaf mates have always been 
l of much jealousy, and I will 
state that they do possess that fault

It. is proposed to create a memoria) 
to the late Rev. Thomas (iuiiaudet, 
D.D., by tbe erection of a Parish 
Building for St. Ann's Ohoroh for 
Deaf-Mutes. The present Church 
is situated on M8tli Street, just west 
of Amsterdam Avenue, and is built 
some twenty-live feet hnek from the 
line of Hie street, to permit, Hie erec- 
tion of such a building as above 
Indicated, which will form a facade 
to the church edifice and be a center 
of religion! anl social life unionist 
the silent peoples. Dr. Gallaudet 
hoped during his lifetime to see the 
erection of this building, which 
would have completed the church 
with which his name has always 
been associated. This was not per- 
mitted, and it is suKKested as a 

most fitting memorial to him that 
this work be now undertaken. St. 
Ann's Church is used wholly for 
the deaf mutes. 

The new building will occupy a 
plot of ground about forty-five feet 
along the street front and twenty- 
live feet in depth. It will be three 
stories in height, with a basement, 
and will lie used lor the uncial, re- 
ligious and Industrial needs of the 
(leaf-mutes of New York. The 

amount required for " The Uaiiau- 

dei Memorial Parish Building" will 
be about $30,000, and the building 
Itself, In its position and purpose, 

will form a conspicuous monument 

to him whose life was devoted to the 
silent peoples. They themselves 
heartily endorse (he memorial.
